London, Sept. 5.— t-l:15 a.m.— To-day's 
despatches from Shanghai and Tien Tsin 
refer to the hopeless confusion and mis- 
management of the Chinese telegraph 
.system, which tuuy probably account in 
part Ccr the delay in getting news from 
Pekin. Another reason for the delay, 
doubtless, U «he anxiety of the Chinese 
authorities to procure the evacuation of 
the capita!. ;\o effort is being spared by 
them to bring this about. Their idea is 
that sin. tilii the foreign ministers iu Pe- 
kilt be allowed £iee communication with 
their guverir.'ients, the fuli extent of the 
cju.piicity ef !ho Chinese government in 
iho iin'.i-foi.ign oulruges would be re- 
vj;il.'d dud would leud the allies to de- 
cile t i teiunu until retribution has been 
oxucUd. 

All U'.egiaph messages have to be con- 
veyed by <ui. iter from Tsi Nan b'u to 
I'eklU nticl p."bably till cipher despatches 
have lo iui bl«]>pi!d. According to Shang- 
hai tulv'cet, i^i Buug Chang wired the 
L'lunese luinihter iu London, Sir Shih 
Chen Lc l*i-ug Lui, us follows: "Our 
St. L etersbuu minister has persuaded 
Must iu u to leave l'ekin. You are useless 
it you niuiuit persuade England." 

The Empress Dowager's anti-foreign 
freuny in ilnuc, according to special de- 
spatches from Shiuibhai, was due to the 
presentation to her by Prince TUan of uu 
ultimatum, wuich is now known to have 
been forgei,. in wi'ich the powers de- 
muudeu r indication *iu favor of the 
bmperor. Kwaug Su, the removal of the 
scut of gi.verumeut from l'ekin, and the 
j.lucif.g ot Chinese finances under Euro- 
puun control, aud other sweeping cou- 
:>ious. 

Sis montlis' rations for the British 
fore?,'' saye the Tien Tsiu correspondent 
ot the Standard, wiring August 27, 'are 
bein^ lontarded to l'ekin.' 

Newspaper correspondents are serious- 
fy handle ipp-r-J \>$ ;h" bad arrangement 
of the Chinese telegraphs. Messages 
have been delayed and tampered with and 
nothing has been safe unless mailed to 
Shanghai. A good deal of. curiosity is 
felt here regarding the fate of the mail 
bag containing olllcial and press de- 
spatches describing the entry into Pekin, 
which wu~s sent by an admiral to Choc 
Foo, in a Uussian gunboat, aud is re- 
ported not to have been received. The 
proceedings of the Russians in and 
arouuuT'ekin are watched with anxiety. 
1'tlie situation threatens to develop many 
complications. It is said the liusslans 
intend to take Shan Jlai Kwun. They 
have assumed complete possession of the 
llsi fvu arsenal at Tien Tsin aud allow 
admission to none but Russians. The 
arsenal still contains thousands of pounds 
worth oT'guns and ammunition. 

"The Russians are charged with cut- 
ting the wire between this point and i'e- 
kin and wrtli committing various other 
petty afaWSJ'ances." 

Shanghai, Sept. 4.— Reports received 
here from the treaty ports show that the 
opposition to the evacuation of l'ekin by 
the allied forces before ii final settlement 
with the Chinese is arrived at is univer- 
sal aud iuteuse among the foreigners. 
The commercial and missionary bodies 
are cabling protests to their govern- 
ments. The diploinutiejtnd military olli- 
cers, except the Russians, share this feel- 
ing. Li Hung Chang, since his under- 
standing with Russia, has changed front 
lowards Jlu? representatives of other 
powers, and has been insolent and almost 
insulting in bis interviews with them. 
Li Hung Chang has, recommended the 
Dowager Empress to 'appoint tho two 
southern viceroys who made the agree- 
ment with the consuls to keep order in 
their territories, the president of the 
Tsung Li Yaraen and himself as n com- 
mission to treat with the powers. Li 
starts for Tien Tsin in a week on a Chi- 
nese ship, convoyed by a Japanese war- 
ship. 

Mr. W. W. Rockhill, the United States 

ecial commissioner, starts for Pekin 
on Thursday. 

Li Hung Chang, Yung Lu, Hsu Tung 
and Prince Chang, whom an imperial 
edict has appointed peace commissioners, 
constitute a radically anti-foreign com- 
mission. Hsu Tung, guardian of the heir 
apparent, is especially obnoxious. Three 
of the commissioners are Manchus. 
The American Association, whose mem- 
bership includes all tho United States 
business men nt Shanghai, met to-day 
and entered a protest against the evacua- 
tion of l'ekin until a final settlement 
lias been reached. Tho meeting resolved 
to urge President McKinley to insist 
upon the appointment of satisfactory 
commissioners, and the recognition of 
the Emperor as sovereign. 

Washington, Sept. 4. — A very interest- 
ing despatcli was receive!] to-day at the 
war department from Gen. Chaffee. It 
described the military situalion ns emi- 
nently satisfactory, and would have been 
of great value but for the omission com- 
mon to the many recent despatches from 
China, namely, the date line. 

However, the conclusion was reached 
that Gen. Chaffee's despatch also was 
Hont from Pekin about August 29 or 30. 

Gen. Chnffee neks n very important 
question as to the withdrawal of the 
United Stntes troops. The answer to 
that question, it is said, might be found 
in the state department's answer to the 
Russian evacuation proposition. But 
that answer— or rather a synopsis of it- 
was not cabled to Gen. Chnffee until the 
30th ult.. nnd it is assumed that, nllow- 
ng for the same time in transmittal as 
was commuted • by Gen. Chaffee's de- 
spatch received to-day. the synopsis has 
just reached him. When the United 
States nnswer to the Russian proposal 



was made public, it was stated here that 
Gen. Chaffee had been instructed some 
time before by telegraph just what 
course to pursue us to retiring from 
l'ekin in the event of any emergency 
that may afterwards arise. This being 
so, to-day's application for instructions 
might be regarded us an indication that 
he had not received the original instruc- 
tions when he sent his message. 

It is stutcd that no order has been sent 
to Geu. Chaffee to leave Pekin as the 
result of uuy recent developments. lu 
fact it would seem that the war depart- 
ment is not able to instruct him more 
specifically, on this point uutil the deci- 
sion of tho powers relative to a general 
evacuation is known. It was stated at 
the war department that the position 
was unchanged; if Russia withdraws 
her troops, then Gen. Chaffee will do the 
same. Meanwhile it is gathered that 
conditions in China are still disordered, 
and foreign life and property are still 
uusafe. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 4.— The following 
despatch has been received at the war 
office from Geu. Liuevitch: 

"Pekin, Aug. 21.— The railroad from 
Yang Tsuu to Pekin is totally wrecked. 
Material has been ordered from Shang- 
hai to re-construct it. A bridge is being 
built at Vang Tsun. The road gangs 
are working at both ends of the wrecked 
toad." 

The war department to-day received 
.nformution that the work of laying the 
cable from Shanghai to Chee Poo has 
been commenced. It is believed that, 
unless some accident is encountered, the 
cable will be completed and in operation 
within a week. This ought to make 
communication between Washington and 
our olllciuls in China much more expedi- 
tious. 

In order to ascertain that messages 
have been received by Gen. Chaffee, the 
department to-day instructed him to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of all despatches 
sent him, giving the date on which they 
left here. It is stated as the l'ekin 
date seems to be cut off from all de- 
spatches received from Gen. Chnffee, 
there is a possibility that the Washing- 
ton date has been removed from de- 
spatches sent him. The department in- 
tends to get accurate information ou this 
poiut. 

Berlin. Sept. 4.— The German foreign 
office announced this afternoon that no 
further news from China had been re- 
ceived, and that nothing was expected 
until the ministers in l'ekin could for- 
mulate an opinion regarding the question 
of withdrawing the international troops 
from the Chinese capital.

Winnipeg, Sept. 4.— Nominating con- 
ditions for Marquette constituency were 
hold yesterday at Shoal Lake by both 
Conservatives and Liberals. The Lib- 
erals nominated W. J. Thompson, a far- 
mer of Shoal Lake, as their candidate. 
He will be opposed by Dr. Roche, M. P., 
who was re-nominated by the Conserva- 
tives. 

The Free I'ress states that Hon. "Col. 
D. H. McMillan, member of the legis- 
lature for Centre Winnipeg, has beeu 
appointed lieutenant-governor of Mani- 
toba, succeeding Hon. J. C. Patterson, 
whose term has expired. The announce- 
ment is not yet Officially made. 

Ottawa. Sept. 4.— An order-iu-council 
appointing Col. McMillan as lieutenant- 
governor of Manitoba will be passed in a 
few duys. 

Mr. Ellis, of St. John, will be up- 
pointed n senator in place of Mr. Burpee, 
resigned. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 4j— A Conservative 
convention for the nomination of candi- 
dates for Saskatchewan and West Assiui- 
boia were hold to-day. In Saskatche- 
wan Mayor Spence of Prince Albert was 
named to oppose T. O. Davis, Liberal 
and sitting member. For West Assini- 
boia, N. P. Duvin, M. P., was unani- 
mously re-n o minated. 

Quebec, Sept. 4.— At a meeting of the 
Conservatives of Montmngny, Alphonse 
Bernier, advocate, of Levis, and profes- 
sor in Laval University, was chosen 
unanimously as a candidate lit the forth- 
coming elections. Mr. Bernier accepted 
the nomination. The Conservatives of 
Bellechasse county have offered the can- 
didacy to Etnil Gclley, advocate, of 
Levis. 

Toronto, Sept. 4.— The following Lib- 
eral nominations have been made for 
the Commons: South Brant, C. B. 
Heiyd; Lennox, Dr. Leonard; Queen's 
West, P. E. I., George Ixmis Davis; 
Queen's East, P. E. I., D. A. McKin- 
n on. 

Ottawa, Sept. 4.— The date of the dis- 
solution has not yet been fixed. 

Messrs. Patterson and Fielding leave 
today for Nova Scotia, and after a 
short" tour the Minister of Customs will 
return to stump Ontnrio. 

INDEMNITY AGREED UPON. 

Great Britain Will Pay Gorman Ships 
For Seizure. 

Berlin. Sept. 4.— The decision of the 
Anglo-Gorman commission respecting the 
indemnities to be paid the owners of 
German vessels seized by British war- 
ships in South Afrienn waters, is as fol- 
lows: For the detention of the Bundes- 
rath nnd the Herzog, the East African 
Line receives £20,000, and ffi.OOO win 
be paid to the owner of the goods. The 
owners of the bnrk Hans Wagner will 
receive £4,437, nnd the owners of the 
bark Marie £120. Botli governments 
agree to accept the decision. 



A Startling State of Things

Vancouver, Sept. 4. — There seems to bo 
ample proof at bund that the Canadian 
naturalization laws have been violated ill 
British Columbia, and in a wholesale 
manner. It was known during the fish- 
ing season that many Japanese who were 
fishing on the Eraser had sworn that they 
hud been residents of Canada for four 
years, when they hud not been iu Cau- 
adti that many months. It was not 
known, however, that Japanese wero 
having their naturalization papers mail- 
ed to them u mouth or so after arrival. 
It would seem that a bad state of affaire, 
however, does exist, and documentary 
evidence is to hand to apparently prove 
it. 

On Labor Day, around the Japanese 
boarding houses in the city there were 
large crowds of returning fishermen, who 
were very excited over something. On 
inquiry, the cause of the excitement ap- 
peared to be the arrival of many deport- 
ed Japanese from the United States. 
They had entered tho United States from 
Onjjdda after the fishing season was aver, 
and had been sent back as pauper im- 
inigrauts. Five of these men were in- 
clined to show their papors. None of 
them could speak English, but there 
were several Japanese who couseuted to 
interpi'tt their remarks, aud ou being 
plied with questions, these Japanese, with- 
out realizing it, siiowed that something 
was wrong with the Canadian naturaliz- 
ation laws in Canada, us applied in Van- 
couver. This is what the Japanese had 
lo say about naturalization^ papers, a« 
w:-l! as poll tax receipw: 

SLiibata Hanichi said: "I reached Vic- 
tori.i 2-lth of March, 1000 (this was 
proved by landing 'papers produced). I 
fished on the Skoe.ua first, and then the 
Praeer river. 1 paid my poll tax ou May 
21. 1 am a British subject; I hold my 
certificate of naturalization." The cer- 
tificate was then produced. It was sign- 
ed A. E. Beck, properly sealed and stamp- 
ed with the name of- W. H. Thick on 
the back. 

Mr. Shibata, on being further ques- 
tioned, said that the naturalization certi- 
ficate was sent through, the mail to him, 
while in Canada, by a man named Na- 
goa, of Vancouver. When he was shown 
that the certificate stated that he had re- 
sided in Canada for four years, Shibata 
innocently remarked, "About four 
months." 

Ike Kintora said he arrived iu Vic- 
toria on the 13th of March and went to 
Oassiar. While there he received 
through the mail his naturalization pa- 
pers, intitling him to fish on the Skeenn. 
'These pullers were also produced anil the 
naturalization certificate was signed by 
A. E. Beck anfl sealed in the usual way. 

Yosyiini Goshohichi said he arrived in 
Victoria on April 17 and worked along 
the SkL r ena river in May and June. When 
in Cnssiar he paid his poll tax, receipt 
dated July SiU. His naturalization pa- 
pers arrived on June 7; they were given 
him by a man named Aikwtl and sent to 
him through the mail from Vancouver 
by .a man name!] Nugoa. 

When Yosyami was asked if he had:, 
been in Canada four years, as the paper 
stilted, he replied, through the interpre- 
ter, about five montlis and a half alto- 
gether. 

Three other Japanese produced poll tax 
receipts for money paid from three to 
Tour months after their arrival. 

Registrar A. E. Beck states that if 
fraud is being perpetrated, blame cannot 
possibly bc.rrr^rfciied to his office. The 
usual oiTThs are administered before a 
notary aud the matter is passed on to. 
his office. He waits a certain time to. 
give opporfunify for objections, and if 
none are made, issues the naturalization, 
papers on the strength of the notary's re- 
port. 

FATALITIES. ' 

Two Men Killed by a Locomotive — Ac- 
cident at Br-llevillo— Master of 
Chancery Dead. 

Winnipeg, 'Sept. 4.— Last night as the 
C. P. R. train which left Shoal Lake ab- 
7:30 for Winnipeg was proceeding east 
of Minnedosu, it struck and kill- 
ed Thomas nnd Samuel Anderson, 
who are supposed to have been 
sitting on the truck. There is a, 
steep hill on this side of Minnedosa, and 
the usual locomotive requires the assist- 
ance of a second one pushing behind, and. 
when this engine reached the summit it 
was sent back to Minnedosa. The en- 
gineer and his assistant iu making the> 
return journey noticed the dead bodies- 
on the track ami reported the occurrence, 
on their arrival at the station. 

Belleville, Sept. 4— Frank Labrash, oC 
Trenton, slipped under the wheels in get- 
ting off a train and had his leg mutil- 
ated and skull fractured. He will pro- 
bably die. 

Chatham, Sept. 4.— Robert O'Hara, lo- 
cal muster of chancery, died to-day. He- 
was a native of Hampshire, England, and' 
a relative of Sir Richard Cartwright.

Shanghai Sends Out Reports of Tortures 
and Other Atrocities. 

Shanghai, Sept. 4. — The European com- 
munity eoutinueu to demand the destruc- 
tion of I'ekin and the exemplary punish- 
ment of officials, deeming indemnity and 
paper promises of new treaties inade- 
quate. 

Undoubted information in detail of the 
rnabesacrets of foreigners daily inflames 
this sentiment, 

The Dowager Emprcea is living iu the 
Yuuien at Tai Yuan Eu, in Shan Si prov- 
ince. Fifty missionaries have been 
rtlaughtered iu the Yameu, under orders, 
iu the presence of the vicroy. Three 
were beheaded in the inner court, and 
others killed barbarously in the outer 
court yard. Their bodies were thrown 
to the dogs. 

The Empress linn ordered a commis- 
sioner to investigate the conduct of 
viceroys who made a compact with for- 
eign consuls and their degredation is 
expected. No investigation in the case 
of ollicials opposed to foreigners had 
been ordered. 

The Associated Press representative 
learns from olllcial sources the facts of 
the killing of several American women 
missionaries. At the request of the mis- 
sion board details are withheld out of 
regard for the feelings of relatives of 
the murdered woraen, but other Ameri- 
cans who have long antagonizd the pol- 
icy cf sending women to isolated in- 
land posts think it important that the 
facts should be known. The names of 
the victims are withheld. 

The fourteen English missionaries, in- 
cluding six women and four children, 
who were murdered at Chu Chau, in 
the province of Che Kiaug, according to 
the story of a Spanish priest who escaped, 
"were killed with hayforks and ancient 
spears by the magistrate's bodyguard, 
and the naked bodies hanged from trees. 

These incidents make a lenient policy 
unpopular in Shanghai, where all the 
victims have friends. 

Placards appeared to-day in all public 
places exhorting foreigners to oppose a 
compromise with the government, and 
attacking Li Hung Chang, quoting the 
remark to Consul Goodnow credited to 
Earl Li, that "the foreigners in l'ekin, 
except the ministers, were of no ac 
count."

The cleverly led force had demonstrated 
tliut a party of -15 men could get through, 
to nil Intents aud purposes, unhindered and 
unlet, , n screen of troops of several times 
their number, and inspect the very working 
of the Rod Hill guns before their presence 
was detected. 

So much for the results of the field day, 
They constituted the finale of a day of 
mimic war In which the military forces of 
the Coast, both regular »nd volunteer, were 
mobilized to defend Esquimau from the oc- 
cupation of a foe.

Cleaned aud Tainted in Esquimau Dock 
Yesterday— Rosalie Begins 
New Schedule. 

Steamer Dolphin sailed for the Sound 
about 9 p. m., yesterday, after having 
spent thc greater part of the day in the 
Esquimalt dock, being cleaned and paint- 
ed A large number of people inspected 
her at the outer wharf. On the excur- 
sion trip from here to the Sound on Mon- 
day the Dolphin carried a large crowd. 
The Rosalie, which will arrive this nft- 
ternoon, will hereafter leave at 8 p. m., 
instead of in the morning, her new 
schedule going into effect to-day.

WELCOME HOME. 

The spontaneous welcome of the citi- 
zens of Victoria to Messrs. Carter mill 
Jones on their return from South Africa 
was by no means the least notable demon- 
stration which, the events of the past 
year havo called forth here. No pro- 
gramme had been prepared, and the fact 
that no papers were issued on Monday 
made any general reminder of the time 
of their arrival impossible, yet the re- 
turning soldiers were greeted with on 
enthusiasm which would move the most 
sluggish Wood. The number of people 
at the wharf aud on the street* was re- 
markable, and all the more so when it is 
remembered that hundreds were out of 
town on the holiday. Any greetins 
which Victoria has extended to distill 
guiahed visitors pales in comparison witli 
that to these two returning soldiers. Some 
people thought Victorians had grown 
tired of demonstrations, but they for- 
got that the heart of the people lias been 
touched by the part taken by our boys in 
South Africa as nothing ever touched it 
before. 



THE WAR. 



Buller lias shown much activity in get- 
ting to Lydenburg aud engaging the ene- 
my there. He has been much more suc- 
ccssrul than military critics expected any 
one would be w hen once it became neces- 
sary to move against Lyudenburg. Botha 
has managed to reach the pass leading to 
the town, but we do not expect him to 
hold it. Ho has not at any place exhi- 
bited staying qualities, and although his 
new position is considered very strong, 
we do not anticipate that he will hold it 
very long. There is a provoking absence 
of detail as to the movements in the east- 
ern part of the Transvaal, but as nearly 
as can be gathered from the despatches, 
the Boer force has been divided, a part 
going with Kruger southeast to Barber- 
ton, and the remainder retreating north 
to Lyudenburg. Possibly the enemy are 
also holding the railway west of the Por- 
tuguese frontier. When last heard from, 
French was moving eastward along the 
railway, and he has had almost time to 
reach the frontier. 

At present operations are being carried 
on in three places in the Transvaal, 
namely, by Buller around Lyudenburg, 
by French and others along the Nether- 
lands railway, and by Baden-Powell on 
the Pietersburg railway, which extends 
northwards from Pretoria. In the Or- 
ange River Colony the enemy are giving 
u litlie trouble near the eastern frontier, 
that is, in the vicinity of Ladybrand, De- 
wet's exact location is not disclosed. He 
is likely creating trouble somewhere in 
the neighborhood of the railway from 
Bloemfonteiu to Pretoria. 

It is somewhat interesting to note that 
Buller has made a very notable march 
since he drove the enemy out of the Big- 
gai-sherg Range. He is now operating 
almost due north of Ladysmith and 
about 2-10 miles from that town in a 
direel line. The route which he has fol- 
lowed would increase this distance fully 
-5 per cent. It is only by examining the 
mail that one can easily appreciate what 
has been accomplished since the relief of 
Ladysmith. 

SO.ME COINCIDENCES. 

The attention of l he Colonist has been 
called to an unusual coincidence. In 
Monday morning's issue there was a ser- 
mon by Rev. 10. S. Rowe, suggested by 
the approach of Labor Day, and an edi- 
torial dealing with the holiday. In both 
an attempt was made to point out. the 
solution of the great social questions of 
the time, and in both the same conclusion 
was readied, namely, that the only way 
possible is by the application of the 
Golden Rule. Neither Mr. Rowe nor the 
editor of the Colonist had the least idea

that the other was going to treat of the 
subject, much less what the other pro- 
posed to say. The one was making- an in- 
quiry from a religious point of view, and 
tho other from a secular standpoint, end 
it is certainly worth mentioning that 
both reached the same conclusion 
used almost Identical words. 

While coincidences of this kind 
rare, they happen more frequently 
most people suppose. We recall one in- 
stance in which Mr. Edward Blake, 
speaking at Sarnia, used certain expres- 
sions ou a new subject. On the same, 
day the Herald, of Fredericton, N.B., 
and the London Standard used precisely 
the same words on the same , subject. 
Neither of the writers could possibly have 
known what Mr. Blake was saying nor 
what the other was writing, nor could 
Mr. Blake have possibly known what 
either of the editorial writers was pre- 
paring for the press. 

Many similar cases can be cited, liusi- 
uess men, who have much to do with 
each other, not infrequently reach identi- 
cal conclusions at the same moment. 
What the explanation of it is we do not 
pretend to say, but possibly it is only the 
result of a process of reasoning from the 
same premises. 

FAINT-HEARTED PEOPLE. 

Some prominent people iu the United 
States are declaring their intention to 
vote for Bryan this fall, because, as 
they say, the re-election of McKinley 
will imperil the union. This is pre- 
cisely tile same ground as was taken by 
those who opposed Lincoln's second elec- 
tion. We fear that many people across 
the border are very fniut-hearted. They 
shrink with dread from the discharge 
of their duty towards humanity. They 
think they see in the operations which 
the United States is now carrying on 
beyond seas the death knell of the 
republic. What is the matter with 
them? lias prosperity made them 
cowards? We may apply to them a 
paraphrase of Tennyson's famous line: 

"What shock hath fooled them since" 

they declared war against Spain on he- 
half of humanity? Can these people, 
who draw back in dread from tile prob- 
lems presented by the Philippines, be 
the descendants of the men who iu less 
than a century extended the republic 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Those who said that the decadence of 
the people of the United States would 
begin as soon as the supply of free arable 
land was exhausted, may think that the 
weak voices which are raised against 
the nation's destiny, prove their case 
The fear of so many people that rcpubli 
can institutions will not stand the strain 
of dominion beyond the seas is not re 
assuring. We havo learned that 
crowned republic" can exercise dominion 
in all corners of the earth, and that dan 
ger from without only makes the bond 
between the component parts more 
secure. Can it be that an uncrowned 
republic is unequal to such responsibil 
ItyJ We decline to believe it. We 
recognize in the United States a country 
with a destiny inseparably linked with 
our own, and we cannot admit that fail- 
ure will attend its efforts to extend 
foreign lands the blessings of civilization 
ami equal rights.

The famine in India is described as be- 
ing the worst Toeorded iu histoTy. This 
is, perhaps, doubtful. The actual truth 
of tho matter doubtless is that we know 
more about this terrible affair than of 
any other that has preceded it. 

Tho powers are at the beginning of 
their trouble in China. If they can man- 
age to steer such a course as will prevent 
an armed collision, they will accomplish 
more than now seems probable. The one 
nation that has so far gained prestige is 
Japan, which has shown that she must 
be reckoned with hereafter.

PRESS COMMENT. 
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CONDITIONS IN THE YUKON. 

The Dawson Daily News says that 
people who profess to know say there 
will be an early freeze-up on the Yukon. 
Mr. E. C. Hawkins, of the White Pass 
& Yukon railway, writing from Skag 
way under date of August 17, expresses 
a contrary opinion. After saying that 
the railway was handling its business 
with such ease and smoothness that 
hardly any one realizes the great amount 
of tonnage being carried, Mr. Hawkins 
said: 

"Almost (he entire time I spent iu 
Dawson there were continual showers 
or r.-un aud quite bard. This was th 
case all over that section of the country 
and as far south us White Horse. As a 
result the lakes, rivers and in fact all tin 
feeders to the Yukon river are at maxi 
mum height, and in conversation with 
steamboat captains and other river men 
competent to give ail opinion, I have got- 
ten tlie idea firmly established in my 
mind that we are to have a late season 
Some of the steamboat captains even go 
so far as to say that we will be ruillliu 
boats late in November. I am sure 
hope this will be the case." 

Mr. Hawkins also referred to the fart 
that; the boats had been running all night 
up to that time, although some of th 
nights were very dark, thus showing ;i 
very good stage of water. Notwith- 
standing this promise of open water, Mr 
Hawkins said thai shippers ought not to 
count upon it, but should get their goods 
off at the earliest possible day. Speak- 
ing of the time occupied in transporting 
goods to Dawson, lie said that in a num- 
ber of instances consignees have received 
their bills of lading at. the post office 
arid gone down to the warehouse and 
found their goods waiting for them. 

The amount of freight delivered by the 
lower river steamers into Dawson up to 
August 0th was only 5,150 tons. There 
were only five boats operating on the 
lower river, and one of these was laiil 
up with a broken shaft. This will re- 
duce the amount of goods that can be 
brought up the river. Mr. Hawkins 
thinks that in a short time the lower 
river route will be abandoned, and all 
goods will be taken down the river.

Till-: ALL-CANADIAN ROUTE. 

Sir:— The above sentiment is one of a very 
catching character with British Colum- 
bians, but there Is more In the sentiment 
than In the conditions as they exist. Much 
has been written In the press of this city, 

as other newspapers of this provln 
In regard to the "all-Canadian route," ami 
it Is advocated that when this "nll-Cana- 
Hnu route" shall have becoini 
ictiml fact that we Canadians will 
have. as far as supplying the Vu 
ouutry with goods is concerned, r 
monopoly. While the "nll-Cuuadian route' 
ouimenciug at Kltlmaat or any other point 
u the B. I'. Coast that may be selected 
might be n desirable railway line as a colo- 
t as a means of carrying goods to 
the Yukon country It would prove an 
inenae failure. You ask me, why? I 
swer, if any person will glance at the map 
this portion of North America 
taking In British Columbia, the \'u 
kon section of the Northwest Terri 
tory and Alaska, they will nt once sec 
that the Idea of an "all-Cnuadl.m route' 
for the purpose of supplying the wants of 
that distant Eldorado Is simply ridiculous 
In the extreme. What governs the cost of 
transportation? The length of the road and 
the cost of Its construction, more particu- 
larly, the length of -the line and the volume 
of business to be handled. Wc will now 
start from Kitlmnnt, an Inlet on this side 
of the Skeona river and build a line of rail- 
road to Hnzloton, about 120 miles, leaving 
the last point we will proceed either up the 
Skeeim, and follow the trail laid out by ex- 
Aldernrua Humphrey as ff-rbad to the Cns- 
iar mines, and then drop on to the head 
raters of the Stlklne, follow that stream to 
Telegraph creek, a distance of about 450 
miles from Hazleton; or, If It is' practicable, 
cut across the head waters of the N'aas 
ind touch the upper waters of the 
first smith fork of the Stlklne and follow 
this branch to Telegraph creek. If this 
route could be followed it would shorten 



the country is not sufficiently known ti 
wan-ant anyone In saying that a road could 
be bnllt on that Hue, as It would of no 
slty cross several ranges of mountains. Then 
from Telegraph creek to Teslln bike by the 
pack trail Is about ISO miles. Thence along 
Teslln lake and river to a point equidistant 
from Dawson, as compared with the present 
terminus of the White Pass it Yukou Rail- 
way, at While Horse Rapids, 100 miles, 
making In all 010 miles of the "all-Canadian 
route" to reach the point as Is reached by 
the White Pass & Yukon Railway In about 
112 miles from tide water. The distances 
which I have given from Kitlmnnt are based 
on trull travel, and anyone knows, who has 
been In the mountains, that trails exist 
where it would lie impossible to build and 
operate railways; therefore, It would be 
reasonable to add, say 1K» miles, and call 
the distance to opposite White Horse 1000 
tulles. The cost of the building of which, 
at a reasonable estimate, would not be less 
than ?l!O,0(X) per mite, or, for the 1,000 miles, 
$30,000,000. The question that would ma- 
terially present Itself to a financial econo- 
mist, leaving out of consideration the ci> 
of construction, is, can passengers and mer- 
chandise be carried at a profit at a given 
rate, over 1,000 miles of railway, as against 
another railway of 112 miles In length, both 
railways reaching the snme point? The dul- 
lest schoolboy In the class would, If asked, 
at onee answei no. Being an old British 
Columbian anil one who has some experi- 
ence la the mountains, and hns seen much 
of the Northern parts of tills province, I 
have given this question a deal of consider- 
ation, and nm forced to the conclusion that 
the most economical way to the Yukon gold 
fields Is by the way of the head of the Lynn 
eannl. The only thing to be done In this 
connection Is for our government, anil for 
our friends who have control, at least for 
the present, of the bonding privileges for 
the transmission of merchandise through 
the port of Skngway to agree as the most 
expeditious way of passing the goods on. 
One business mini appointed by each gov- 
ernment could arrange the whole thing In 
half a day, that should make It satisfactory 
to nil conecr 1. While I am not a cham- 
pion for the White Pass & Yukon Railway, 
I have no hesitation In stating that the 
building or that line lias been a blessing for 
Vukoners. notwithstanding wlial may be 
considered high rates. Anyone with the ex- 
perience of 1S07-S must appreciate the aster 
euro In passing now from Skngway to Ben- 
nett us compared with those years. I am 
Impelled to express my admiration for a 
corporation who have accomplished so much 
In building a railway without any govern- 
mental assistance, and it Is the only one 
that touches our province that hns been 
built without nld. The contour of the 
country from Skngway to tho summil Is of 
such a rough character t lint It would natur- 
ally make the stoutest heart flinch; but the 
management, with Mr. Hawkins as chief, 
have accomplished wonders. In operating 
the line during winter the task was im- 
mense, what with landslides In the spring 
and BUOWSlides in the winter, no one who 
Is not acquainted with the environment can 
understand the difficulties, that obtained In 
keeping the road open. Let us have proper 
regulations nt Skngway and it Is the best 
way to the Yukon. The "nll-Cnnndlan 
route" is a myth, as far as the transmis- 
sion of goods to the Yukon is concerned, In 
my opinion. Let u s be rensounble, ami ac- 
cept the conditions thnt nnture hns imposed 
and nt the same time imbue our friends at 
Skngway with that spirit of fairness that 
I believe we are prepared to extend to 
them.

The Soldiers 



Victoria Boys of the First Can- 
adian Contingent Back 
From Battle. 



Great Demonstration of Wel- 
come by Citizens on 
Their Arrival. 



Privates J. \Y. Jones, Arthur Carter 
and I<\ Finch-Smiles, three of the Vic- 
torians who assisted in establishing to 
Toe world the fame of Canada as a col- 
ony where brave lighters are bred, are 
home from South Africa. All bear in- 
juries received in the cause of the Em- 
pire against the oppressors of her people 
in the Transvaal. Private Carter was 
wounded soon after Suunyside, and was 
a victim "to fever; while Private Jones 
injured his back severely at Paardeberg, 
and at Osfoutein was obliged to fall out, 
suffering with rheumatism. He was 
later a victim from fever; and Private 
Finch-Smiles is nursing an injured leg 
mid thigh whore a Mauser bullet from a 
Boer rifle enterod. 

That Victoria is proud of these return- 
ing sous of hers was amply demon- 
strated by the enthusiasm with which 
the citizens received Privates Carter and 
Jones on their arrival on the Yosomite 
on Monday evening. The bulletin ii. 
the window of the G. 1'. R. offices an- 
nouncing their departure from Vancou- 
ver was scanned by hundreds', and a 
large gathering assembled at the outer 
wharf to await the landing of the 
steumer. She did not tie up there, but 
on coining in close enough to put some 
parcels ashore a big crowd jumped on 
board. Others hurried baek by street 
car, wheel, 'busses and hacks to the 
inner wharf, where some thousands had 
gathered. 

An enthusiastic cheer arose from the 
large crowd as soon as the steamer 
touched the wharf; and Aid. Stewart, 
who was acting in the stead of the 
Mayor— His Worship being absent at 
the dinner given by the Governor-Gen- 
eral — boarded the steamer and officially 
welcomed the returning soldiers. The 
City band played several patriotic airs 
as the vessel landed, and a guard of 
honor from No. 2 Company of the Fifth 
Regiment, under Capt. McConnan, and 
a number of the members of "A" Com- 
pany, It. 0. R., received them. As the 
boys came ashore soon afterwards, the 
spectators gave long and ringing cheers. 
An impromptu parade was then formed, 
and, headed by tho band and the sol- 
diers, a bunting-draped hack in wliicb 
were the two returning Victoria soldiers 
passed through the streets to the Driard. 
The boys were loudly cheered all along 
the route, At the Driard an informal 
reception was held by them, a large 
crowd waiting for an hour or more to 
catch another glimpse of the heroes. At 
the hotel Private Carter's mother met 
htm and welcomed her son homo; his 
sister also greeted him, and after n 
space ho -went to St. Joseph's hospital, 
where his brother lies ill. 

Private Jones was one of the men of 
Pn-nrdoberg. He said, in speaking of 
the engagement there — and particularly 
that bloody charge in which Victoria 
was so sadly bereaved — that the on- 
slaught was a great mistake. There 
was but a small portion of the Boers on 
that side of the river, and the trenches, 
which were about 200 yards away, 
wore occupied by only a portion of the 
Boer rear-guard. Had they been taken 
they could scarcely have been held. 
"A" Company, in which were the Vic- 
torians, was on the firing line that day. 
The late Sergt. Scott was doing excel- 
lent work, keeping up a continuous fire 
with his rifle. He was at. tho end of 
the line, and to the side of him were 
the Black Watch. Argylls and Suther- 
lunds. It was as he was rising up from 
his tiling position to charge that a bullet 
killed hint. Mnundrell, Somere anil 
Todd were killed in the charge, and 
Beach was wounded there. "A" Com- 
pany on tho firing line was supported by 
the Cornwalls, and their commander it 
was that gave the word to charge. The 
British were then in a kind of a semi- 
circle. The bugles of the Cornwnils 
suddenly sounded tho_ charge, and the 
men were seen coming forward with 
fixed bayonets. When the Canadians 
on the firing lino saw the Cornwalls 
coming forward they fixed their bayonets 
and joined in the charge; and in thi" 
movement so many brave men fell. At 
or about the same time a force under 
Gen. Kitchener were making n charge 
from the. other side of the position, '>ut 
they, too. were forced to retire. Tho 
-pfivonient of tb» Cnna-dinns and Corn- 
walls and tho other supporting regiments 
•hat night wns one never to be forgotten, 
Tt wa = d!i-i,-. pnd the men straggled ,bn d< 
: -i oties nnd *"-ns. shouting across the 
darkness to oach other to ascertain who

was who. In fact it was an ill-assorted 
force that dribbled back to camp along 
rthe river bank. Part of the Canadians 
were on one side of the river ami part 
on tlie other. 

The morning of the next day was 
given over to picking up tile dead, an 
armistice having been made for that 
purpose. Private Jones was one of the 
party, and a sorrowful party it indeed 
was. The Victoria boys who fell there 
were all buried together under a large 
tree, right on the field where they foil in 
tlie Empire's cause. 

On the afternoon of the day following 
that of the memorable charge, some of 
the Victorian*), including Private Jones, 
were sent to relieve an outpost and sup- 
port the naval guns. They were under 
lire that day for ten hours without a 
thing to eat, for the Boers had placed a 
pom-pom in position and destroyed the 
cooking impedimenta. From that time 
until the surrender of Cronje and his 
army on the 27th they were at work 
relieving the different outposts, digging 
trenches aud aiding in other ways tlie 
hemming in of the Boers. On the morn- 
ing of the surrender they advanced. 
"A" Company, in -which were the Vic- 
torians, held a position opposite the river 
for volley tiring; and tlie left half of the 
battalion, in which were the French- 
Canadians, advanced with tlie ATgylls, 
Shropshires and Gordons to hold the ad- 
vanced trenches, winch were within 1500 
yards of the Boers. Then another ad- 
vance was made by tlie left half of the 
Canadians, until they were within -10 or 
50 yards of the Boers. There they were 
ordered to lie down, and the Engineers 
came behind them, digging trendies. 
Ultimately they retired to the trenches 
dug by the Engineers, and bold them, 
commanding the Boers until the surren- 
der. After the surrender of Cronje the 
men prospected tho trenches for a meal, 
for they were half famished; but they 
ilid not find much In the Boer trendies. 

It was only when they were in a posi- 
tion close to Cronje and his men that 
the Britisli had any close fighting with 
the enemy, for their usual plan of cam- 
paign was to bold a kopje and fire from 
it until the British got within charging 
distance, and then — unless the position 
was a very strong one — fly to their, 
horses, which were tethered in the rear. 

'Hie famished condition of the Nine- 
teenth Bridgade when Cronje was taken 
was in a measure due to the capture of 
the 200 wagons at Riet river by the 
Boers. The advance was so rapid in 
pursuit of Cronje that a sufficient force 
could not be left to protect the communi- 
cations properly, and this convoy of 200 
wagons was cut off. Tho vans con- 
tained biscuits and other food which was 
badly needed by the army which was 
making the big circle enveloping the 
Boer leader. The wagons were after- 
wards re-captured, but could not bo held. 

After his attack of rheumatic fever at 
Osfoutein, Private Jones was removed 
on March S to Kimherley hospital. There 
he remained five days, and was then 
taken by the hospital train to Nanuw- 
port. and after a week there was sent 
to tho Delfontein hospital, conducted by 
the Imperial Yeomanry. This hospital 
Private Jones thinks was '.lie best ap- 
pointed in South Africa, as far as he 
could learn. Ho remained five weeks, 
and wan then moved to Winburg, and 
afterwards to Capetown, after having 
been two and n half months in the hospi- 
tals. Speaking of tlie hospitals. Private 
Jones said he was well treated at all. 
and the only one he heard complaints 
of was that at Bloom fontoin. 

He was at Capetown when the word 
came from Lord Roberts that the fever 
patients were not to be sent back to the 
front, and the men had the option of 
remaining. Those idle at Capetown are 
being sent to England on sick furlough. 
Pte. Jones, deciding to go to England, 
sailed from Capetown on June and'ar- 
rived at Southampton on the 20th. Ho 
received his discharge at Fort Broclc- 
hursr, and went on a vis.it to Scotland. 

F.vcrywhoro the colonial troops, said 
Private .Tones, are treated well. The 
send-off given them at Liverpool by the 
niavor and citizens of tlmt dtv he de- 
scribes as a most cordial one. Cheering 
o-nwds nnd hands followed them down 
the Mer,3,» v to the sea. The mayor pre- 
sented each one with a new sovereign.

Private Carter was in the fight at 
Sunnyside, but did not take part in the 
action at Paardeberg, as he had been 
detached from that part of the forco 
before then. 

Private Finch-Smiles did not reach the 
city till last evening, as he stayed over 
in Vancouver to visit some friends.

We were so anxious 
to get out that few of us ate much. 
We were soon fighting with tlie rest. I 
had not been in the fight more than an 
hour when I was shot in the leg with a 
Mauser bullet, and have been disabled 
ever since. This was the extent of my 
fighting experience." 

Mr. Smites said he hoped to recover 
the full use of his leg again. ' It. is all 
right, now if he does not keep on his feet 
too long at a time.

EVENING MEETING. 

By eight o'clock the opera house was tilled 
with a patient throng. 

Very little was said by the speakers 
either upontiie subject of party politics, the 
only references being the rivalling claims 
of the Liberals pud the Llberul-Couservu 
tlves us to which had done the most service 
along the lines of -Chinese exclusion, 

Dr. McKechule, wlio acted us chairman, 
opened the meeting with a few general 
remarks of a congratulatory nature upon 
the general success of the day's celebration 
and upon its nature, and at ouee proceeded 
to Introduce the various speakers. 

Mr, W, MaoClaiu, of Vancouver, was 
the nrsi BpeuKer. Alter touching at 
iome leugtn upon the various amenities 
of life, of the distress and hardships oi 
tile poor, anil Uie bitter extremes ttat in 
suiiie parts in the struggle for a mere 
existence, he .proceeded to trace all these 
ills to the moneyed classes, und purlieu 
larly to those who had invested tneir 
money in industries. These capitalists, 
he claimed, had m the past made Uie 
laws in thuir own favor, to the detri- 
ment ot all the rest of tile community, 
and it was only fair that the workiu 
classes should unite politically and secure 
such enactments as would beuent them 
■ selves in turn. So long as this system 
of capitalism lasted, the wrongs of S< 
ciety. the evils of stnkiv and lockout 
.and other such troubles would result, ll 
however, among the workers unanimity 
could be secured, labor would be king 
every day in the year, as well as on tin 
day they had just been keeping. Capital 
ism was in a small minority and couid 
not rule unless the worliingmen, by their 
votes, put them in the places of power. 
And yet the capitalists ruled, just u 
the case of the Fraser river strike, where 
they had sought their own interests n 
such an extent as bringing in cheai 
foreign labor, that the white men found 
that they no longer could make a 11 vt 
at their calling. Thus they had had .to 
strike, and all would recognize the jus 
tice of their stand. But the fishermen 
were not going to rest there. At the 
next election in New Westminster dis- 
trict they were intending to run a man 
of their own ranks and so strive to get 
redress from Ottawa. They had tried 
again and again, but had always found 
that the men not of themselves would 
not serve them, and now the time had 
arrived to send five or six men to Ottawa 
pledged to represent their fellows, and 
if their candidates were only backed by 
the united efforts of the intelligent work' 
iugmen. their election was sure. It was 
very evident that the men who had lately 
at Victoria pussed a Natal Act know- 
nothing whatever nbout the matter; and 
so all hope-hung in next year picking a 
man from the ranks of the laborers 
themselves. All capitalists were not, 
devils, nor all worklngmen angels; but 
it should be remembered that the capital 
ists were all bound up together the one 
with the other. The greatest artists, in- 
ventors and writers have not come from' 
capitalists, but from the working classes. 
It is said that workingmen cannot run 
governments, but he would point .to .the 
great co-operative system in England,' 
which was of their own working out! 
The greatest evil was that the working- 
men are jealous of one another. This, : 
and this alone, prevented the righting oi 
their wrongs. When the workingmen 
get down to business, recognizing their 
own rights and the rights of one another, 
the march of progress und improvement 
would a Ivunce at once. Their interests 
were directly opposed to those of the 
capitalist class. Their interests were to 
get as long hours, and that at as small 
pay us they could; and it was through 
the working classes that thev go on 
building up their millions out of blood, 
and so the workingmen come to Bee their 
end In the poor-house or in a pauper's 
grave. Such things were a great dis- 
grace in such n country ns Canada. And 
•yet all of them had seen old grav-haired 
men " let out " because they were of no 
more use to their employers. Again, 
there was no security for any of them' 
of employment three months "from now.' 
They simply had to work for one capital- 
ist or another or go out and starve. 
Under the competitive system things 
were getting worse and worse. One of 
tho-most relinble of statisticians gave it 
that in the United States alone there 
wore 3,000,000 men who were unem- 
ployed. The same conditions exist here' 
and in England. Machinery, too, wns : 
displacing great numbers of men.' In 
printing the linotype had displaced nine 
men out of every ten in the offices. All 
inventions were labor-saving machines, 
and all tended to take away hope from 
the men. Mntters were so bad that in 
London 00.000 girls eked out their exist- 
ence by selling their bodies through this 
damnable system of competition. They 
should puFno trust in the capitalist class 
Who would enslave them, but should re 
turn men of their own class to the halls 
ot legislation. In Germany ten years 
ago the trades had polled 10,000 v 
but -Oilly a short time ngo they returned 
55 members and polled 2S,i)0O v>tes. 
Even in the Emperor's own constituency 
they 'had returned one of their own class 
man from the plough— as a lesson to 
tlie ruler of Germany. To do such things, 
however, -they must-quit fighting amongst 
themselves. At one time the working 
class of England had looked for help to 
the great Liberal party, but their pledges 
find never been kept so far, and at the 
next election out of TOO candidate 



least 75 of their own class will probably 
be returned. The same franchise there 
as \a found in Canada would give Eng- 
land a trade-unionist government to-day. 
Canada is one of the best countries in

J. H. Hawthornthwa'te followed by 
congratulating the trades unions upon the 
great success the.t had attended their ef- 
forts to celebrate Labor Day. He con- 
sidered that it redounded greatly to the 
credit of those having the arrangements 
in baud, and was himself very glad to see 
so lhauy people thoroughly enjoying 
themselves. 

However, he did not agree with what 
they had just heard, that labor and cap- 
ital were diametrically opposed. They 
were not so, but should go on hand in 
hand together, as they have so happily 
done in Nanaimo for many yeurs. A 
great deal had been said of social ills and 
social systems; No system avus altogeth- 
er perfect, but from the systems of old 
much might be learned to aid in the im. 
proving of affairs. There had been three 
great systems. First of these came th 
patriarchal, in which the sire was the 
head of the clans or families. He both 
gave the laws and administered them. 
This had been good In its day, but was 
of course capable of improvement. Then 
came the feudal system with monarchs, 
It was a vast improvement on the form- 
er, and its days had shown great ad- 
vancement in the arts, such as the black- 
smith's and others. These all made pro- 
gress, as also did letters and the 
sciences. This syntem lasted probably 
six centuries, and was followed by the 
commercial system. Beginning about the 
fifteenth century in England, it hud pro- 
gressed until to-day. Much might uC 
said in its favor. Under this the world 
progressed greatly: inventions multi- 
plied, the conditions of life had been 
largely ameliorated and things general- 
ly had improved a lot. But to-day there 
was an uneasy feeling that all is not yet 
right. This spirit of unrest was crystal- 
lizing into what is called the labor move- 
ment. From the lessons of the past it 
might readily be believed that this sys- 
tem was going to advance, and the day 
will conn- when it will control the world. 
<>l <ni!. matter there was now do doubt. 
Kcform is accessary. Sonic people will 
say that things should go on as they are, 
hut so doubtless said the patriarchs or 
the friends of feudalism in their days. 
Things were nut going on as they were. 
Of this tin- example of the excellent 
goveinmi nt of the colony of New Zealand 
afforded proof. Once almost a bankrupt 
colony, the day came when the Labor 
I'arty tool; control, and now mutters 
were vastly different. The strikes, which 
had formerly proved so disastrous there, 
had ceased. Beside* that, capital learn- 
ed that its rights would he respected, 
and the fears of party against party had 
conic to an end. This was the work of 
the Labor Pnrfy, by which term he meant 
every man who worked for a daily wage. 

The conditions of affairs in Nanaimo 
were to-day unique. In no other city in 
Canada did labor and capital go hand 
in hand so well. Here workingmen re- 
ceived a fair day's rvwige for a fair day's 
work. And with this right of theirs the 
managers agreed. He had acted as an 
organizer of the Labor Party during last' 
election, striving with Mr. Smith to se- 
cure for them a greater share in the re- 
presentation of the ^provincial parliament. 
The effort had not been a marked suc- 
cess, perhaps, but good had been done. 
However, the province had too most dis- 
astrous strikes. With these he had been 
in sympathy. On the Eraser river the 
battle had been against Japanese and 
Chinese cheap labor. In the case of the 
Japanese he differed, it might be. with 
many of them. They were an estimable 
people, who not only aped the fashion of 
civilized races, but weru civilizing them- 
selves. In the war. too, they fought side 
by side with Europeans, and had car- 
ried themselves like men. However, that 
matter was now out of discussion, us His 
Majesty of Japan to-day prohibits his 
people from emigrating to other lands. 
He thought it would be n good thing to 
have a memorial sent to Japan congratu- 
lating its Emperor upon' this stand and 
praying him to mriko it permanent. For 
Chinese he could say nothing that was 
good. British Columbia could well be 
rid of them. As the claim that this 
province must have cheap labor, he be- 
lieved it to be fallacious. British Col- 
umbia was greatly blessed, her moun- 
tains, her waters and her woods were 
very rich. But he would remind them 
that every ounce of gold and every ton 
of coal, .ind every stick of timber that 
was garnered now only exhausted that 
wealth. It was not right that the wages 
of this exhaustion should go to foreigners 
and that it should be cheap. He be- 
lieved in progress, and could see signs 
f it in the recognition of the rights of 

r in short hours and larger pay. 
IRqgnrding the -exclusion of the Chinese 
competitors, while the Liberals had 
don.- a little in a year or two, the Con 
servatives in 20 years had done absolute 
ly nothing. It wns said not to be con 
stitutional, but there were right across 
Canada Indians living without the or- 
dinary rights of British subjects, and 
yet the people of the East protest if the 
Chinese are to he treater after similar 
methods. It it impossible to treat bar- 
barians in the same way that civilized 
races are treated.

While they were 
the producers they were also the consumers. 
As consumers through their own selfishness 
it wns no matter how an article was pro- 
duced or where It was produced, so long as 
It wns cheap. That was what purchasers 
wanted. And so, as consumers, the solution 
was In their own Hands so long as they took 
advantage of the market. 

Mr. Ralph Smith began by criticizing Mr. 
Ha.slem's remarks about the tariff, lie did 
not consider that labor needed any protec- 
tion from a tariff. Every tariff, no matter 
(in what levied, eventually came from the 
producer's pocket. The tnrln" was the same 
as the coal tax, the producer would pay It 
all. In the present state of the coal market 
it may lie consumers pay It, but eventually 
(he coal digger will bear the burden. And 
so he had opposed It at the legislature. He 
had also considered It an net of unjust dis- 
crimination against those mines which 
shipped foreign. Returning to the genera 
topic, lie stated that the present competl- 
tlve-commerelal system was not degradlnr 
in Its result. It <it It was here, and wliik 
lie did nut wish tn remind them of evils hi 
did wish lu sny something about how t< 
remove It. That was the great practical 
question. There were a thousand theories. 
Each thought, too, that his was right, and 
every other wrung. The single-taxer had no 
right to think that single tax would do it 
all, nor would the filling of the legislature 
with union men. The true solution would 
tie reached with the realization that each 
theory was but n part of the truth. They 
should get tliem altogether, consider, and 
from all and through all the end would hi 
achieved. One thing must be remembered, 
namely, that society Is a mass, and every 
thing to-day tends towards combination. 
The strength of this combination Is only 
that of its weakest member. And so It fo> 
lowed that the Improvement, must be li 
the Individual, both lu the mural aspect and 
the Intelligent. Six strong men and six 
thousand weak men could not make a strong 
union. The feudal system was recited be- 
cause Ignorant, weak men permitted It. Si 
too the commercial-competitive system ex 
lsted through the Individual, his moral and 
Intelligent natures. Strength of thought is 
to-day more recognized and powerful than 
force of numbers. Organization must 
even nnd fair. Mr. MacOlaln had spoken of 
the tendancy of the capitalists to act un- 
fairly, but that .all the more reason to show 
the capitalist that workingmen could he 
even and fair. They should not trent these 
capitalists as they treated your fathers.

'Steamers Queen and Tees reached port 
from Skugwuy at an early hour yotiter 
day morning. The Queen hud n large 
number of excursionists on board and the 
Tees brought a number of Dawsonite 
and Northerners. Full details were 
brought by the Tecs of the lire which 
half-destroyed Atlin City, as brieliy told 
in the Colonist on Monday morning. An 
eye-witness of the tire gives details of it 
In another column 

News was brought from Dawson by 
the Tees that a sluice box robbery oc- 
curred on King .Solomon's Hill, August 
21. Bradley and Dunham, owners of the 
hillside claim opposite the upper half of 
30 on the left limit, are sufferers to the 
extent of about .$300 in gold dust 

The robbery wan skillfully planned and 
executed, evidently by men thoroughly 
conversant with the conditions prevailing 
there and the habits of the employees. 
Two men are kept at work on the night 
Khift, one running the boiler and the oth- 
er wheeling away the tailings that ac- 
cumulate during the day. At midnight 
they went into the cook house to eat their 
lunch, aud during the 15 minutes thus 
absent the raid on the sluice boxes took 
place, although it was not discovered Tin- 
til the next morning. Both workmen are 
positive, however, that the theft could 
not have occurred ut any other time, as 
they were both in plain view of the 
sluice boxes while at work. 

Only two riffles were taken up, the 
boxes cleaned and the riffles replaced, 
though not nailed back. But they were 
the richest riffles iu the sluice, and thin 
fact was apparently well known to tho 
thieves, who worked systematically. Of 
course the exact amount taken cannot be 
known, but it is thought to be near the 
sum stated. 

About two weeks ago the McGillivray 
sluices were robbed of .fJiOO in a similar 
way, and, it is thought, by the same men. 
A quiet but thorough investigation is be- 
ing made, and if the guilty parties are 
caught they will be prosecuted to the ut- 
most limit of the law. 

Arrangements are already being made 
for a winter freight service to Dawson, 
and the iirst shipment of sleighs will 
leave to-night by the Tees. The Can- 
adian Development Company is planning 
a service between White Horse and 
Dawson, such as will materially help 
trafJic moving to and from the Klondike 
metropolis. ^ The Canadian Development 
Company will this winter put on a num- 
ber of horse teams, and a quick and rap- 
id service will be given from post to post 
along the route. Dog teams, it is under- 
stood, are to be discarded. Whether or 
not more cut offs are to be built is not 
known. 

M. J. Heney, t*rt' contractor who built 
the White Pass & Yukon road and who 
recently disposed of all his teams, sold 
of them to the Canadian Development 
Company, which will use them in its 
winter trail service. 

The Skagway Alaskan of Monday last 
says: "The railroad wharf is an interest- 
ing sight just now. Tons after tons of 
all kinus~7jf merehrnfuise for general 
stock is moving through the big bonded 
warehouse, and many boilers, engines 
nnd other heavy machinery for thawing 
purposes in the Klondike are being mov- 
ed over the wharf." 

The freight steamer John P. Light 
finished her iirst trip down the Yukon 
from White Horse to Dawson with 400 
tons of cargo the day before the Tees 
sailed. The news of her arrival was re- 
ceived ut Skgaway by wire. 

The Bonanza King had been disabled 
on uer way down, hut her cargo was to 
be transfered and tuken on down the 
river. How badly the steamer was in- 
jured and when she would likely move 
again was not stated. 

W. BE Moore, rttr treasurer of Juneau 
and cashier of Behrend's bank, 

died at that city Friday evening. Mr. 
Moorc^vvae about thirty years of. age 
and Highly esteemed by nil who knew 
him. "He leaves a wife and son to mourn 
his demise. Tliey will be well provided 
for by life insurance policies. 

According to the majority of the offi- 
cers of tho steamer Tecs, the wrecked 



■fcanded. However, eonie of the officers 
hold that posisbly the craft may, by care- 
ful handling, be lifted up aud patched 
and linalry iloated. This Is ou the 
ground that other vessels A appa.reutly 
as bad a predicament have been reclaim- 
ed. Tho vessel was still ou the reef 
when the Tees came down. The Tees 
stood off opposite the Cutch for some 
time aud the siren was blown for a time, 
but no one appeared ou board the Cutch 
to answer the salutation in any way or 
manner, aud there were no signs of men 
about the Ship or on the shore. It seem- 
ed as though the Cutch had been aban- 
doned, and tnTis conclusion is held quite 
firmly by a number of men on the Tees. 

The only "sign about the ship that 
might loud one to think there was yet 
someone aboard the Cutch was what ap- 
peared to be a boat haugiua to one of her 
davits. 

Capt. Thompson, of the river steam- 
er, Qaledtraia, auu her engineer, Hickev, 
who has been on that vessel this season, 
arrived here by the Tees, tho steamer 
having been tied up for the winter. Capt. 
Thompson reports that this season has 
been one of those in which the water in 
the Skeena, on which the the Hudson 
Bay steamer was operating, was very 
high. It was withiu two feet of its 
highest mark. 

News was given by the captain of the 
Caledonia of the quartz properties at 
Kitsalas canyon, on the Skeena. A New 
York company is developing a good 
quartz proposition there. They have 
about twenty men working there. On 
Lome creek he heard that thirty or 
more men who have been washing the 
placers there in their primitive way, with 
the old rocker, have done very well this 
season. One man who travelled on the 
Caledonia told the captain that he aud 
his partner had taken out S'i.OtH) at Lome 
creek this season. The water was all 
gon« by now and there wiil be no more 
work until the spring. 

The telegraph line, in the opinion of 
Capt. Thompson, will be connected with 
that of the outside world this fall. Th 
men were some distance in from Hazel- 
ton when lie left there. 

Among the passengers on the Queen 
was -Mr. Barnardo, who has been survey- 
ing for tin- Thibert Mining Company ut 
Thibert creek, in the Deuse Lake dis- 
trict, at tlie head of th" Stikine. News 
was given by him that tho Tulhtan In- 
dian accused of having killed one of the 
McTavish family on suspicion of witch- 
craft, some three years ago, is being 
brought down from the Dense Lake dis- 
trict by Constable Drunnnond Tin; con- 
stable and his prisoner were at Wrungel 
when Mr. Barnardo came down. An 
the murder— details of which Mr. Bar- 
nardo had not learned— the Indian took 
to the woods, and remained away until 
about six weeks ago, when he came in 
to the Tab It an village and was captured 
there by Commissioner Porter. Two oth- 
er prisoners are being brought down, It. 
Kempff, for supplying liquor to Indians, 
and another man, for attempted shoot- 
ing. 

There are about 35 men employed on the 
Thibert creek property, said Mr. Bar- 
nardo. They have been putting in a hy- 
draulicing plant and will work two 
giants. There are two white out- 
tits other than the Thibert creek 
company in that vicinity, but 
they are working in a small way. 
On French creek, Messrs. Monk, Vincent 
and McDonald are working a property, 
and a number of Chinamen are washing 
for gold. One or two are doing well, 
but the others are not taking out much. 
The prospects of the company look very 
well. 

The telegraph line was built about 
fifty miles south of Telegraph Creek 
when he left, and working from thence 
to Dawson. Mr. Barnardo did not think 
though that a connection with the south- 
ern end of the line would be made before 
winter. The pack trains were working 
with the telegraph builders and no com- 
munication had been had since the win- 
ter with MeDame's creek.

An Eyewitness Tells the Story 
of the Fiuht With the 
Flames,

Atlin, Aug. 27.— Atlin had its baptism 
of tiro last night (Sunday), which, but 
for the united efforts of the citizens, 
would have swept the town from one end 
to the other; as it was, a great deal of 
damage was done. 

We were sitting in our little shack 
polishing off supper, when we heard the 
cry of "Fire!" Jumping up, we ran to 
the corner of Discovery and First streets 
and saw the bright glare at the south 
end of First street. Everybody was 
rushing to 'the scene, and, seeing it was 
going to be a big one, we ran also. 

It was the large B. A. C. building, on 
the southwest corner of First street aud 
Hunt avenue. The lire was already be- 
yond control, and iu a few seconds the 
premises were a mass of roaring flames, 
and, being one of the highest buildings 
iu town, the prospect was serious. 

To prevent the Humes leaping the 
street seemed the only hope. So, led by 
Atlin's strong man, Jack Kirkland, the 
bucket brigade Y£as formed, and before 
many minutes bucket ufter bucket of 
water was thrown on the hot roof of J. 
11. Hose's large log store. But the 
Uames were getting overpoweringly hot, 
fanned by a strong southerly breeze, 
which drove the Uames and burning 
brands over the street, scorching the log 
sides of the opposite buildings it was of 
no avail, and after a gallant attempt we 
found it useless to save the block. Mean- 
while the O. K. restaurant, on the east 
side of First street, had caught, and the 
Humes, intoxicated by success, leapt ou 
wards, driving us, inch by inch, down the 
street. Nickerson's grocery store was 
next to catch, and now came the greatest 
light of all. Both sides of First street 
were a mass of flumes, the buildings 
crackling dry burning like match boxes. 
On the east side the Bank of Halifax- 
was threatened, the Uames being only 
-10 feet away; on the west side the 
Olympic hotel; lose cither nnd the towu 
was lost. 

Half a dozen of us manned the roof of 
the Olympic, and another gang operated 
on the roof of the Bank of Halifax assay 
ofllce, and, fed by a steady stream of 
water buckets handled by a hundred will- 
ing hands, dared the flames advance. 
Beds were stripped of their blankets, 
which were saturated in water and hung 
over the sides of the buildings and 
spread upon the roofs. Not a blanket 
was left upon the beds of the officials of 
the Hank of Halifax. 

Bravely the flames were fought; at 
times the heat was intense; great sheets 
of (lames qwept the intervening spaces 
ami licked up the water poured on the 
buildings— iso hot indeed that great brown 
streaks and holes in the many blankets 
remain as reminiscences of Atlin's fire. 

At last the heat began to abate. Hope 
beat in our breasts; the worse was over. 
Gradually us the timbers were consumed 
the fires died down, and after two hours' 
victory was ours, and
